"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature intends to regulate soi
science and wetland science as professions by establishing m ninum
standards of ethical conduct and professional responsibility and by
establishing professional education and experience requirenments for
t hose persons representing to the public that they are soil scientists
or wetland scientists certified by the state. Nothing in this chapter
prevents uncertified soil scientists or uncertified wetland scientists
fromconducting their normal work and activities, as long as they do
not use the regulated title defined in this chapter. Nothing in this
chapter prevents other professionals inrelated agriculture, earth and
physi cal sciences fromperformng their normal and customary work and
activities as long as they do not use the regulated title defined in
this chapter. This list of other professionals includes, but is not
limted to: Engi neers, geol ogi st s, geot echni cal pr of essi onal s,
architects, |andscape architects, foresters, agronomsts, farners,
ranchers, biologists, planners, and environnental professionals.

NEW_ SECTION. Sec. 2. The definitions in this section apply
t hroughout this chapter unless the context clearly requires otherw se.

(1) "Board" nmeans the regulatory board created in section 5 of this
act.

(2) "Departnment" neans the departnent of |icensing.

(3) "Director"” nmeans the director of the departnent of |icensing.

(4) "Hol der" neans a person who has been i ssued a certificate under
this chapter.

(5) "Responsible charge" neans the exercise of fully independent
control and direction of soil science or wetland sci ence work, or both,
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or the supervision of the work, and being fully responsible,
answer abl e, accountable, or liable for the results.

(6) "Soil" nmeans a living ecosystemthat is conposed of living and
once-living organic materials conbined with inorganic mneral materials
derived from the break down and weathering of rocks at the earth's
surface. Soil develops as a result of weathering processes that
reflect effects of climte, topography or position on |andscape, and
bi ogeochem cal processes acting on the original parent material over
tinme. These changes occur as a result of the four agents of soi
formation: Addi tions, |osses, translocations, and transformations.
Soil extends fromthe surface of the earth down to undifferentiated or
unweat hered parent naterial .

(7)(a) "Soil science" neans the science that:

(1) Involves the study of various aspects of the living soil
ecosystem and i ncl udes the follow ng focused subj ect areas:

(A) Soil physics;

(B) Soil chem stry and m neral ogy;

(C Soil biochem stry;

(D) Soil fertility; and

(E) Soil genesis, soil geonorphol ogy, and cl assification; and

(11) Can be used to provide information for projects including, but
not limted to, the follow ng:

(A) Mnagenent of water quantity by calculating hydraulic
conductivity and utilizing or nonitoring near-surface infiltration and
percol ation capabilities on a soil-specific basis;

(B) Treatnent of polluted water using soil mcrobial populations
working in concert with natural soil chem stry and m neral ogy;

(C Treatnment of polluted soils using soil biochem cal and physi cal
appl i cations;

(D) Preparation of soil erosion control plans, or evaluation of
soi|l erosion potential;

(E) Interpretation of soil norphology or hydrol ogy that indicates
a wetland condition;

(F) Conservation, protection, and enhancenent of soil carbon
sequestration and storage processes for the purposes of reducing carbon
di oxi de and ot her greenhouse gases; and

(G Preparation of detailed soil maps that can be wused for
site-specific soil managenent, such as erosion control plans.

(b) "Soil science" does not describe a state-regul ated practice,
and does not nean the study, description, anelioration, or engineering
of unconsolidated materials above bedrock as defined in traditiona
practice of geologists, engineers, and foresters. Soil science
specifically does not include practice of soil nechanics or the
eval uation of mass wasting or | andslide processes with the exception of
studies involved with surface soil erosion and standard soil physics

processes.
(8) "State certified soil scientist”" neans a person who, by reason
of the person's know edge of soil sci ence, mat hematics, the

envi ronment, and the supporting physical and |life sciences, acquired by
education and practical experience, has net the qualifications
est abl i shed under this chapter, and has been issued a certificate as a
soil scientist by the director.

(9) "State certified wetland scientist" nmeans a person who, by
reason of the person's know edge of wetland science, nmathematics, the
envi ronment, and the supporting physical and |life sciences, acquired by
education and practical experience, has net the qualifications
est abl i shed under this chapter, and has been issued a certificate as a
wet | and scientist by the director.

(10) "Wetl and" as defined i n RCW36. 70A. 030, neans an area that:

(a) Predom nantly supports wetl and vegetati on;

(b) Has hydric soils; and

(c) Has wetl and hydrol ogy.

(11) "Wetl and science" neans the science that:

(a) Studies wetland systens and includes, but is not limted to,
the foll ow ng focused subject areas:

(1) Wetland delineation, which is the formal identification and
mar ki ng of the wetland boundary on the | and surface;

(i) Wetland mtigation, which provides conpensation to offset
wetl and or wetland buffer |osses as required by federal, state, or
| ocal regul ations;

(ti1) Wetland classification, which defines and groups wetlands
into discrete ecologically or geonorphically based units which are used
to create managenent plans or to rate wetl ands;

(tv) Wetland rating, which is used to evaluate a wetland's quality
based on individual functions and val ues;
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(v) Wetland nonitoring, including vegetation and near-surface
hydr ol ogy nonitoring; and

(vi) Wetland ecol ogy, which evaluates the interrelationship of
organi sms and their wetland environnents; and

(b) Can be used to provide information for projects including, but
not limted to, the foll ow ng:

(i) Providing assistance with defining devel opable portions of a
property, based on |ocal regulations, as mght be limted by wetland or
stream presence and their rel ated buffers; or

(1i) Assessing wetland type or functions for purposes of
identifying conpensation or mtigation; or

(tii) Carrying out |long-termwetland nonitoring prograns, intended
to define whether an inplenmented mtigation plan has net specified
permt requirenments and conditions established by local, state, or
federal governnent officials.

"Wet | and sci ence" does not describe a state-regul ated practice, and
does not nean the study, description, and anelioration of wetlands as
is specifically defined or carried out in traditional practice of
geol ogi sts, engineers, and foresters.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. (1) Except as provided in subsection (2) of
this section, it is unlawful for a person to use in connectionwth the

person's nanme or otherwise assune or advertise the title state
certified soil scientist, state certified wetland scientist, or atitle
conveying the inpression that the person is a state-certified soi
scientist or state-certified wetland scientist unless the person has
recei ved the appropriate certification under this chapter.

(2) Subsection (1) of this section nmay not be interpreted to apply
t o:

(a) Oficers and enpl oyees of the United States using the title of
certified soil scientist or certified wetland scientist solely as such
of ficers or enpl oyees;

(b) Persons wusing the title of certified soil scientist or
certified wetland scientist on manuscripts or reports resulting from
research at an academi c institution; and

(c) Persons wusing the title of ~certified soil scientist or
certified wetland scientist while teaching soil science or wetland
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science or related physical or natural sciences in an academc
institution.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 4. Wether a person or entity hires or does not
hire a person certified under this chapter is not admssible in an
action for danmages or negligence.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. (1)(a) There is created a board for soi
scientists and wetl and scientists consisting of seven nenbers appoi nt ed
by the director.

(b) Three nmenbers nmust be conversant with and experienced in the
soil science profession; three nenbers nust be conversant with and
experienced in the wetland science profession; and one nenber nust
represent the public. Subsequent to the initial appointnents, all
menbers except for the public nenber nust be certified under this
chapter. Each nenber of the board nust be a resident of the state.
The public nenber nmay not be or may not have ever been a state
certified soil scientist or a state certified wetland scientist and nay
not enploy or nmay not be enpl oyed by, or professionally or financially
associated with, a state certified soil scientist or state certified
wet | and scienti st.

(c) The director shall deliver a certificate of appointnment to each
menber of the board. The individuals appointed to the board nust be
chosen fromacross the state, and from both public and private sectors,
utilizing geographic and experiential diversity as nuch as possible.
The terns of the nenbers of the board nust be three years, except that
the initial appointees to the board shall serve the following terns to
be specified by the director: Two nenbers for one year; two nenbers
for two years; and three nenbers for three years. No nenber of the
board is eligible for reappointnent to a third consecutive term but
any nmenber is eligible for reappointnent after an absence of at |east
one year fromthe board. Any nenber who is reappointed follow ng an
absence of at Jleast one year from the board is eligible for
reappointnment to a second consecutive termand is again eligible for
reappoi ntnment after an absence of at | east one year fromthe board. No
menber of the board, other than the public nmenber, may be consi dered
for reappointnment if not certified in accordance with this chapter.
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(2)(a) Menbers of the board serve until replaced by a subsequent
appointnment, even if their appointnent exceeds the length of their
term but may resign prior to conpleting the termof appointnent.

(b) The director nmay for just cause renove a nenber of the
regul atory board. The director shall appoint a new nenber to fill any
vacancy in the regulatory board for the remainder of the unexpired
term

(3) The board shall elect a chair, a vice-chair, and a secretary.
The secretary nay delegate his or her authority to the executive
di rector.

(4) The director shall enploy an executive director, subject to
approval of the board.

(5) Menbers of the board nust be conpensated i n accordance with RCW
43. 03. 240 and nust be reinbursed for travel expenses in accordance with
RCW 43. 03. 050 and 43. 03. 060.

(6) Four nenbers constitute a quorumof the board.

(7) At the request of the board, the director may appoint
additional tenporary nenbers to the board for assistance with rule
devel opnent and techni cal advice on conplaints. Tenporary nenbers nust
meet the sanme mninmum qualifications as regular nmenbers of the board.
Tenporary nenbers have all the powers, duties, and inmmunities of
regul ar nmenbers of the board and nust be conpensated in accordance with
RCW 43. 03. 240 and nust be reinbursed for travel expenses in accordance
with RCW43. 03. 050 and 43.03.060. The director shall |imt the term of
tenporary nmenbers to one year, but may extend the original appointnent
up to one additional year at the request of the board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. The board has the following authority in
adm ni stering this chapter:

(1) To adopt, anmend, and rescind rul es as deened necessary to carry
out this chapter;

(2) To establish the mninmum qualification for applicants for
certification as provided by this chapter;

(3) To approve the nethod of admnistration for exam nations
required by this chapter or by rule;

(4) To adopt or recognize examnations prepared by other
or gani zati ons;
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(5) To set the tinme and place of exam nations, with the approval of
the director;

(6) To adopt standards of professional conduct and practice. Rules
of professional conduct wll be consistent with those outlined for
simlarly regul ated professions; and

(7) To take disciplinary action for violations of this chapter, as
provi ded in chapter 18.235 RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. The director has the follow ng authority in
adm nistering this chapter:

(1) To adopt fees as provided in RCW43. 24. 086;

(2) To adm nister certification exam nations approved by the board;
and

(3) To nake appoi ntnents or nodify appointnents to the board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. (1) An applicant who applies for soil
scientist certification or wetland scientist certification before July
1, 2013, is considered qualified for certification, wthout further
witten exam nation, if the applicant neets the standards described in
subsections (2)(a) and (3) of this section for soil scientists and
subsections (2)(a) and (4) of this section for wetland scientists.
After July 1, 2013, the applicants nust neet all of the standards
described in subsections (2) and (3) of this section for soil
scientists and subsections (2) and (4) of this section for wetland
scientists in order to qualify for certification.

(2) I'n order to becone either a state certified soil scientist or
a state certified wetland scientist, an applicant nust:

(a) Be of good noral and ethical character as attested to by
letters of reference submtted by the applicant or as otherw se
determ ned by the director; and

(b) Pass an exam nati on devel oped or accepted by the board coveri ng
soi|l science subject matter for the soil scientist applicant or wetl and
sci ence subject matter for the wetland scientist applicant.

(3) For a Washington state certified soil scientist, an applicant
nmust :

(a) Have graduated from a course of study from an accredited
college or university with a four-year degree in soil science, or other

physi cal , or nat ur al resources science curriculum considered
sati sfactory to the board; and

(b) Have a docunented record of a mninmm of five years of
experience, obtained after conpletion of the majority of the academc
requirenents specified in this section, in soil science wirk of a
character satisfactory to the board, denonstrating that the applicant
is qualified to assunme responsible <charge of the work wupon
certification as a soil scientist. At least tw years of the
experience nust be gained under the supervision of a soil scientist
certified or credentialed in this or any other state, or under the
supervi sion of others who, in the opinion of the board, are qualified
to have responsi ble charge of soil science work. The board may accept
up to two years of postgraduate study, either MS. or Ph.D., in soi
science research, or up to two years of research or teaching of soi
science at the college or university level, as qualifying experience,
provi ded that the graduate work, research or teaching, in the judgnent
of the board, is conparable to experience obtained in the practice of
soi | science.

(4) For a wetland scientist, the applicant nust:

(a) Have graduated from a course of study from an accredited
college or wuniversity wth a four-year degree in wetland science,
bi ol ogy, ecology, soil science, environmental science, hydrology,
environnental studies, or other biological, physical, or natural
resources science curriculunms considered satisfactory to the board.
O her qualifying education or training may be accepted in lieu of a
four-year degree, including continuing education classes or formal
training in wetland science outside of a college environnent if the
training is reviewed and consi dered satisfactory to the board; and

(b) Have a docunented record of a mninmum of three years of
pr of essi onal experience obtained after conpletion of the majority of
academ c requirenents specified in this section, in wetland science
wor k of a character satisfactory to the board, denonstrating that the
applicant is qualified to assune responsi ble charge of the work upon
certification as a wetland scientist. At least two years of the
experi ence nust be gai ned under the supervision of a wetland scienti st
certified or credentialed in this or any other state, or under the
supervi sion of others who, in the opinion of the board, are qualified
to have responsible charge of wetland science work. The board may
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accept up to two years of postgraduate study, either MS. or Ph.D., in
wet | and sci ence research, or up to tw years of research or teaching of
wetland science at the college or wuniversity level, as qualifying
experience, provided that the graduate work, research or teaching, in
the judgnent of the board, is conparable to experience obtained in the
practice of wetland science.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 9. (1) The exam nation for a soil scientist's
certificate or a wetland scientist's certificate shall be held at | east
annual |y at such tinme and place as the board determ nes.

(2) The board shall determne the content, scope, and grading
process of the exam nation. The board may adopt an appropriate
nati onal exam nation and gradi ng procedure.

(3) Applicants who fail to pass any section of the exam nation
shall be permtted to retake the parts failed as prescribed by the
board. |If the entire exam nation is not successfully conpleted within
five years, a retake of the entire exam nation shall be required.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10. An application for certification nmust be
filed with the director on a form provided by the director. The
director may require any information and docunentation that reasonably
relates to the need to determne whether the applicant neets the
criteria for certification. Fees for initial certification include
i ssuance of a certificate and are nonrefundabl e.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 11. (1) The director shall issue a certificate
to any applicant who has satisfactorily net all of the requirenents of
this chapter for certification as a soil scientist or wetland
scientist. The certificate nust show the full name of the hol der, have
a unique certification nunber, and be signed by the director. The
i ssuance by the director of a certificate to an individual is prim
facie evidence that the person is entitled to all the rights and
privileges of a state certified soil scientist or a state certified
wet | and scientist while the certificate renmai ns unrevoked or unexpired.

(2) Each hol der nmust obtain a seal of the design authorized by the
director, bearing the holder's nane, certification nunber, and the
| egend "WAshi ngton state certified soil scientist” or "Washi ngton state
certified wetland scientist."” Soil science or wetland science reports,
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pl ans, and other technical docunents prepared by or wunder the
responsi bl e charge of the holder nust be signed, dated, and stanped
wth the seal or facsimle of the seal. Each signature and stanping
constitutes a certification by the holder that the docunent was
prepared by or under the holder's responsible charge and that, to the
hol der's know edge and belief, the docunent was prepared in accordance
with the requirenments of this chapter

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12. The director may, upon application and
paynment of a fee determned by the director as provided in RCW
43.24.086, issue a certificate to any person who holds wvalid
credentials issued by the proper authority of any state, territory, or
possession of the United States, District of Colunbia, or any foreign
country, if the applicant's qualifications, as eval uated by the board,
nmeet the requirenents of this chapter and the rules adopted by the
boar d.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 13. The board shall require persons certified
under this chapter to obtain continuing professional devel opnent or
continuing education. The board may also require these certificate
holders to denonstrate nmintenance of know edge and skills as a
condition of certificate renewal, including peer review of work
pr oduct s.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 14. Certificates issued under this chapter nust
be renewed periodically on a date to be set by the director. Fees for
renewal s nust be set by the director by rule as provided in RCW
43.24.086. Any holder who fails to pay the prescribed fee nust have
his or her certificate classified as delinquent. Certificate hol ders
who fail to pay the renewal fee within thirty days of the due date
shall pay a penalty fee equal to one year's renewal. Any certificate
t hat has been delinquent for five years or nore may be reinstated in
conformance with rul es adopted by the board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 15. Al receipts fromfees and fines coll ected
under this chapter nust be deposited into the business and professions
account described in RCW 43.24.150. Expenditures from the fees and
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fines collected under this chapter deposited in the account nmay be used
only for the purposes of adm nistering this chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 16. In addition to the unprofessional conduct
described in RCW 18.235.130, the following conduct, acts, and
condi tions constitute unprofessional conduct:

(1) Violating any of the provisions of this chapter or the rules
adopt ed under this chapter;

(2) Commtting any other act, or failing to act, in a manner
contrary to normal professional conduct or contrary to a standard
general ly expected of those practicing soil science or wetl and sci ence;

(3) Failing to respond to inquiries from clients or other
prof essionals regarding conflicts with the holder's work, opinions, or
procedures, in a manner that would be expected from a prudent
practitioner;

(4) Modifying another holder's work without notifying that hol der
and clearly describing the nodifications in witing and signing the
report describing the nodifications. However, this subsection does not
apply when the plans, maps, or docunents are nodified by the owner to
refl ect changes over tine for the owner's own purposes and are not used
for submttals or bid docunents;

(5 Ofering or accepting noney, goods, or other favors as
i nducenent to receive favorable consideration for a professional
assi gnment or as an inducenent to approve, authorize, or influence the
granting of a professional assignnent;

(6) Soliciting or accepting gratuities, directly or indirectly,
fromcontractors, their agents, or other parties dealing with clients
or enployers in connection with work for which the holder is
responsi bl e;

(7) Using privileged information comng to the holder in the course
of his or her assignnments as a neans of nmking personal profit beyond
t heir professional conpensation;

(8) Requesting, proposing, or accepting professional conm ssions on
a contingent basis under circunstances in which the holder's integrity
may be conprom sed,

(9) Falsifying records, naking false statenents, intimdating or
sl anderi ng professional peers;
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(10) WIllfully attenmpting to interfere wth a director's
investigation by falsifying records, making false statenents, or
intimdating or influencing wtnesses; or

(11) WIlfully attenpting to suborn another person to violate the
| aw, public policy, or his or her code of professional ethics.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 17. The director shall inmmediately suspend the
certificate of a person who has been certified pursuant to RCW
74. 20A. 320 by the departnent of social and health services as a person
who is not in conpliance with a child support order. |f the person has
continued to neet all other requirenents for a certificate under this
chapter during the suspension, reissuance of the certificate nust be
automatic upon the director's receipt of a release issued by the
departnment of social and health services stating that the holder is in
conpliance with the <child support order. The procedure in RCW
74.20A. 320 is the exclusive admnistrative renedy for contesting the
establishnment of nonconpliance with a child support order, and
suspension of a certificate under this section, and satisfies the
requi renments of RCW34. 05. 422.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 18. The director shall suspend the certificate
or registration of any person who has been certified by a |ending
agency and reported to the departnent for nonpaynent or default on a
federally or state-guaranteed educational |oan or service-conditiona
schol ar shi p. Prior to the suspension, the agency mnust provide the
person an opportunity for a brief adjudicative proceeding under RCW
34.05.485 through 34.05.494 and issue a finding of nonpaynent or
default on a federally or state-guaranteed educational |oan or
servi ce-condi ti onal schol ar shi p. The person's certificate or
regi stration may not be reissued until the person provides the director
a witten rel ease i ssued by the | ending agency stating that the person
is maki ng paynents on the | oan in accordance with a repaynent agreenent
approved by the | ending agency. |f the person has continued to neet
all other requirenments for certification or registration during the
suspensi on, reinstatenent is automatic upon receipt of the notice and
paynment of any reinstatenent fee the director nay inpose.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 19. The uniform regulation of business and
prof essions act, chapter 18.235 RCW governs the issuance and deni al of
certificates, and the discipline of holders under this chapter.

Sec. 20. RCW 18.235.020 and 2009 ¢ 412 s 22 and 2009 ¢ 102 s 5 are
each reenacted and anended to read as foll ows:

uncertified soil scientists or wetland scientists fromconducting their
normal work and activities. Uncertified soil and wetland scientists
may work in their fields, but they cannot use the term"state certified
soil scientist" or "state certified wetland scientist” or a title
conveying the inpression that the person is a state certified soil or
wet |l and scienti st.

Decl ares that whether a person or entity hires or does not hire a
person certified under this chapter is not adm ssible in an action for
damages or negligence.
